CARTER TO SEE POPE=President Jimmy Carter will 
visit Pope John Paul II in the Vatican June 21, the White 
House has announced. The visit will come the day before 
Carter attends an economic summit meeting in Venice, 
Italy, involving seven industrialized nations. The president 
will also visit Spain, Portugal and Yugoslavia. 


ANTI-BUSING APPEAL REJECTED—The Supreme 
Court has turned down a second appeal of a Pennsylvania 
law requiring public school districts to cross: district 
boundaries in providing transportation ‘for non-public 
school students. Both appeals centered on the argument 
that busing non-public school students across district 
linés gave them a beffefit not available to public school 
students, most of whom do not cross district lines to get to 
class. 3 


PRIEST RETURNED TO LABOR CAMP — Father 
Stanislaus Shen, 78, released from a Chinese labor camp 
two years ago, has been returned to the same camp, 


according to a report from Shanghai. The case is the first 


such reported since the Chinese government adopted a 
less restrictive policy toward the church two years ago. 


COLORFUL BEATIFICATION — The Canadian delegation 
for the beatification of three pioneers of Canadian church 
history. will include Indians in ethnic costumes, 
representatives of the hierarchy and Religious. 
Ceremonies are scheduled in Rome June 22 for 
beatification of Kateri Tekakwitha, an Indian; Bishop 
Francois de Montmorancy de Laval, and Marie d’l 
Incarnation, all of whom lived in 17th-century Canada. 


10 CENTS A HEAD—The bishops who -head the 
country’s 170 dioceses have given overwhelming approval 
to an assessment of 10 cents per Catholic:for support of 
the budget of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and U.S. Catholic Conference during 1981. The final vote 
continues for another year a 10-cent assessment 
approved by the bishops last fall for 1980. 


GROUP PROMOTES UNITY—Twelve Anglican and 
Roman Catholic superiors general agreed to form a 
permanent commission promoting ecumenism among 
Religious. They acted during an ecumenical consultation 
in Rome. 


U.S. URGED TO END CONFUSION — The U.S. Catholic 
Conference called for more government assistance and 
less government confusion in resettlement of Cuban exiles 
in the United States. It urged the government to make the 
Cubans eligible for federal programs and criticized 
division of federal efforts in refugee matters. 


FAITHFUL TILL DEATH —A Colombian Supreme Court 
decision says that a husband and wife must remain 
faithful to each other until death even if they are legally 
separated. Only annulment or divorce lifts the obligation, 
the court said. 

A PLEA FOR RELIGIOUS FREEDOM — An official of the 
World Council of Churches in Geneval has. urged Iranian 
President Bani-Sadr to protect the safety and religious 
freedom of religious minorities in Iran. The son of the 
Episcopal bishop in Teheran was murdered May 6, the 
bishop himself was forced to flee last October, and other 
Episcopalians have been attacked or killed in Iran. 


AMERICANS IN CUBAN JAILS—The Council on 
Hemispheric Affairs launched efforts for the release of 
Americans in Cuban jails to counter the entry of thousands 
of Cuban refugees into the United States. The group’s 
director stated that as attention has been turned on the 
Cuban refugees entering America, so the plight of U.S. 
nationals inCuba should be recognized. 


NUCLEAR WEAPONS WARNING—Auxiliary Bishop 
Thomas J. Gumbleton of Detroit said that the United States 
will use nuclear weapons first in a major war within two 
decades unless the nation explores non-violent ways of 
resisting aggression. Bishop Gumbleton, who spoke at the 
last of a series of lectures at Brooklyn’s St. James 
Cathedral, visited American hostages in Iran at Christmas. 


POPE HAILS SEMINARIANS — Pope John Paul visited 
Rome's minor seminary and told the 100 students that 
“this is a visit I've owed you for sometime.” Also present for 
the visit were 300 teen-agers who belong to the Rome 
Diocesan Vocational Community. - 


It was his first visit as pope to the seminary and the first 
visit by any pope with the Diocesan Vocational 


- Community, a three-year-old support organization for boys 


in Roman parishes and Catholic schools who are 
considering a vocation to the priesthood or religious life. 


BRITAIN’S ENVOY GREETED—The pope told Mark 
Evelyn Heath, Britain’s new envoy to the Holy See, that he 
hoped Northern Ireland’s problems would be solved by 
peaceful means. He also praised Britain for overseeing 
Zimbabwe's independence and said he eagerly awaits the 
visit of Queen Elizabeth next October. 


600 YOUTHS CONFIRMED — About 600 young people 
were confirmed in St. Peter’s Basilica by the pope on the 
feast of Pentecost, May 25. More than 20,000 people 
attended the confirmation, the largest performed by a 
pope in recent history. The pope linked confirmation with 
the original Pentecost, when the Holy Spirit descended on 
the apostles and they began teaching and spreading the 
faith. :

It should 
take up “its own responsibilities” and “revive. fully the 
collegial tradition in force in the church ever since the 
most ancient times,” he said. 


The pope put the autonomy of the bishops’ conference 
first on the list of issues that he wanted to call to their 
attention. “First of all,” he said, “is the problem of a correct 
and well understood autonomy of the bishops’ conference 
for defining and carrying out its own pastoral duties.” 


POPE TO VISIT BRAZIL JUNE 30 — Pope John Paul I will 
go to Brazil June 30. The Vatican Press Office confirmed 
the starting date of the Brazil trip on the eve of the pope’s 
visit to France (May 30-June 2). It did not announce the 
itinerary for Brazil and said only that the trip will last “about 
10 days.”. ~ ‘ 


PAPAL TV MESSAGE — The pope said the post-conciliar 
French church is “in a special situation” marked by a 
“crisis in growth.” The papal message was videotaped at 
the Vatican for television transmission in France May 27, 
four days before the pope’s scheduled visit to Paris.

Jesuit helps citizens organize

SAN DIEGO — There is nothing catchy about the name of 
the Southeast San Diego Sponsoring Committee but there 
‘is something. catchy about the spirit of the people who. 
have found themselves involved with the community 
organizing program headed by a Jesuit priest. 


The walls of the headquarters on Imperial Avenue are 
covered with photo stories recounting issues that 
community residents took on and won since the 
Sponsoring Committee was established in the 
neighborhood in November of 1978. 


DIRTY GROCERY STORES have beencleanedupandare . 
now regularly inspected, a stoplight has been installed at’ 


an intersection which was rated as the most dangerous in 
San Diego by city traffic engineers, and a six-foot fence was 
installed around the Chollas Creek drainage to keep 
youngsters from wandering into the dangerous area. 


The Sponsoring Committee was launched two years ago 
by a $15,000 grant from this diocese by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, recalled Jesuit Father George Wanser, director. 


CURRENTLY, THE Sponsoring Committee has received 
most of its funds from the Washington-based Campaign 
for Human Development. (CHD), the U.S. Catholic 
Church's education-action program to combat domestic 
poverty. 


CHD allocated $84, 572 for tos Sponsoring Committee’s 
work this year. 


The Sponsoring Committee is a catalyst.and facilitator 
for the poor,. predominantly minority community to teach 
them to address and resolve neighborhood: problems 
peacefully and legally within the democratic system, 
explained Father Wanser.

residents about neighborhood problems they would like to 
see changed, said Father Wanser. 

The staff did the major research and organizing for 
issues the residents complained about but community 
leaders are gradually taking over that role, said the priest. 


“We provided training on how to resolve issues through 
working together. We told them to stick to the issue. 


“THEY ARE LEARNING that they can change their lives. 
Working together they can be effective in changing their 
community. They don’t have to sit back and take it.” 

The priest explained that there: are three principles 
involved when confronting a problem. The issue has to be 
immediate, specific, and capable of being won, he said. 

. “We can’t solve the problem of crime because that’s too 
general, but what about burglaries? Where? How many? 
When do they occur?” 


ONCE THE COMMUNITY has determined an issue to be 
confronted a committee is formed to work with the issue, 
Father Wanser explained. Each committee chooses its 
own name, he. added. 


The first issue addressed by community residents was 
the repair of an alley pothole in which a youngster hit the 
hole with his bike, fell and required 13 stitches, recalled 
Father Wanser. 


“THEY GOT REALLY good at patfieles, ” grinned Father 
Wanser. “There was aseries of small successes, but it gave 


them the confidence to identify and work on bigger’ « 


issues.” 
“Citizens in a community can change their lives if they 


work together,” Father Wanser said. “It’s rewarding when : 


people come to the realization that they can come to effect 
change in their community.”

Legal experts and city planners are not 
the only people who are puzzled over a 
recent state Supreme Court ruling 
extending the right of privacy for 
individuals. 


Anyone who values the concept of family 
as the core of society may also find the May 
15 ruling disturbing: It struck down 
ordinances in California cities that place a 
limit on the number of unrelated persons 
living in single family dwellings. 


The California: Supreme Court’s decision 
was based on the 1972 amendment to the 
state Constitution which guarantees one’s 
right to privacy. The court felt the 
amendment also extends the right of 
persons to live in “alternate family” not 
related by blood, marriage or adoption. 


Justice Newman said, “The right to 
privacy is a right to be left alone. It is a 
fundamental and compelling interest.” He 
continued, “It protects our home, our 
families, our thoughts, our emotions, our 
expressions, our-personalities, our freedom 
of communion and our freedom to 
associate with the people we choose.” 


The majority of justices held that 
distinguishing between natural families

sharing of significant experiences can be 
an important way of sharing the Lord who 
lives through us. 


I’ve just killed another publication—a 
very small newsletter — but it was the last 
vestige of a tradition of Catholic 
journalism which initiated the work of Ave 
Maria Press 115 years ago. 


IT ALSO MARKS the first time in 26 
years that | am not editing some 
publication. (| remain a publisher of a 
reasonably healthy book publishing 
operation.) > 


The terminal illness of our periodical 
work has been an extended one, 
beginning with the folding of our weekly 
magazine, “Ave Maria,” 10 years ago. The 
newsletter represented a decade-long 
effort to continue a- scaled-down 
periodical. 


Let’s take a couple of hypothetical 
parishes: St. Gertrude’s and St. Rose’s. Put 
them in the Archdiocese of Anywhere. 


Each has three Masses on Sunday, aDRE, , 


a struggling parish council, and about 15 
programs all vying for the same 10 
percent of active parishioners. Each 
organization, from the Youth Group to the 
Sunset Years Club, spends most of its time 
trying to get more money, more members, 
and more life. 


Then along comes the Year of the Family 
and the parishes are told they should have 
support groups for singles, divorced, 
interfaiths, etc. The pastors throw up their 
hands in despair, then call the parish 
regulars. who reluctantly agree to 
spearhead yet another committee. 


SIX MONTHS LATER, each, of the 
‘parishes is trying to offer a parenting 
.education workshop, a group for the 
formerly married, a family day of 
spirituality,..a youth retreat; and a grief 
seminar.

THE MOST WORTHY ONE is related to 
my deep conviction that the Catholic 
community of the United States. must 
have a healthy, varied service of religious 
journalism.

A group of people were talking about 
prayer and the remarkable results of their 
recent prayers.

There are always people who musttry to 
“prove” God. Usually that means putting 
him to some kind of test that seems 
significant to them. But we cannot test 
God because our criteria are so subjective 
and our ways are not his ways. Nor can we 
ever “prove” his love. 


IF OUR EXPECTATIONS are negative, 
they will always produce negative results. 
It is rather like the case of a man who 
resented having to ask his wife for help 
with his work and so managed to time his 
requests for moments when she was very 
busy and unlikely to respond with 
enthusiasm. 


One day his timing misfired and she 
listened to him, nodded and said, “Yes, 
sure | will.” “Why do you always have to

Q: People seem to receive the 
sacrament of penance in the weirdest, 
most casual places today. Is there any law 
about this? Is a confessional screen still 
necessary? 


A: Contrary to quite detailed and 
ominous legislation in the past, the 
Introduction merely states: ‘‘The 
sacrament of penance is celebrated inthe 
place and location prescribed by law.” Our 
official BCL commentary suggests the 
following: a small chapel or room; at the 
presidential chair; the baptistry; and 
chapels of the blessed sacrament. © ~ 

Standard -pastoral practice also 
includes any place where confessor and 
penitent happen to be at the same time. 
But receiving this sacrament “on the run” 
or just because it happens to be 
convenient or just “to get grace” can only 
be described as perversions of the 
sacrament. 


The origin of the screen or grill seems to 
go back to St. Charles Borromeo and his 
law that forbade priests to hear women’s 
confessions “outside the confessional 
unless there is a divider between them.” If 
the confession were heard inside the 
confessional, then the screen was 
unnecessary. 


It was in 1614 that the grill was 
prescribed to separate priest HO 


Corpus Christi; June 8, 1980. Genesis 
14:18-20; 1 Corinthians 11:23-26; Luke 
9:11-17. 


“| myself am the bread of life.” These . 


startling words of Jesus are found in 
John’s Gospel (6:35). “Startling” is hardly 
an exaggeration here. The only reason why 
they might not startle someone is because 
they have been heard so often they no 
longer make an impression. Listen to 
them anew! 


How is Jesus the bread of life? The 
prophet Amos had spoken long ago of a 
famine of God's word (8:11). He was 
comparing it to bread that nourishes the 
body. God’s word is_ spirit-nourishing 
bread. 


THE IMMEDIATE CONTEXT shows that 


Jesus was speaking of Himself in this 
sense. He is the revelation of the Father, 
God’s Word. That is why He goes on to say 
that no one who comes to Him and 
believes in Him will ever be hungry or 
thirsty (6:35). Just to know who Jesus is 
and to accept Him proves to be rich fare.

WE OFTEN APPROACH God with the 
same attitude, already convinced that our 
prayer will not be satisfactorily answered 


and so unable to comprehend when itis. If - 


we do not hear God answering “Yes,” or 
“Yes, but not right now,” or “Not this time,” 
maybe we are listening too hard to our own 
hang-ups. Or maybe our pride demands 
that we put him in the wrong. 


Henry Ward Beecher, a Protestant 
clergyman who died almost a century ago, 
likened “proving” God’s action in one’s life 
to being told that there are iron particles in 
beach sand and trying to find them with 


penitent even inside the confessional if 
the latter were.a woman. The Code of 
Canon Law reiterated this law. 


The BCL explains the reason most 
delicately: “The origin of a grill or barrieris 
not to be found in a desire for anonymity.

- In his gospel John does not tell us how 
this can be. All he does here is to assure 
his readers of the awesome reality of 
Jesus’ words, in part by noting that many 
of His disciples left Him because they 
could not accept His words literally. And 
Jesus did not stop them! 


SCHOLARS HAVE GENERALLY argued 
that John does not record the institution of 
the Eucharist at the Last Supper, as other 
evangelists do, because it was so well 
known by his readers. 


In his Gospel he is providing deeper 
reflections on realities already accepted. 
The whole of chapter six, in fact, can be 
seen as a meditation on = Eucharist.

our fingers or detect them by: sight. It is 
virtually impossible. 


But, draw a magnet over the area and 
the iron would leap up to cling to it.

WE CANNOT “TEST” or “prove” God 
except in faith and thanksgiving. We, on 
the other hand, are tested and, hopefully, 
proved when we undergo what appears as 
trials, and emerge stronger and in control. 


But our victory also “proves” God 
because it is his love, his fidelity and 
infinite concern and care for us that 
makes it possible. 


It seems likely that most of us 
understand this although not always 
consciously. Perhaps those who seem 
compelled to destroy all that is good in 
themselves and their lives are driven by 


some need to test and disprove God in 


The celebration of the Eucharist was the 
most commonly practiced rite in the early 
Church. It was so commonly practiced 


‘that we might wonder why any mention of 


its institution would be recorded in the 
New Testament at all..One doesn't have to 
tell a veteran housewife where the local 


‘bakery is. 


WHEN WE DO, THEN, find accounts of 
the institution of the Eucharist in the New 
Testament, we can suspect that there is a 
special reason for them. The best proof of 
this is our second reading, from Paul's 
letter to the Corinthians. It is the oldest 
account of Jesus’ words of institution that 
we have. 


Still, even this account was given by 
Paul, not to instruct his readers in 
something they Hadn't learned yet, but to 
warn them against abusing a precious part 
of their Christian heritage. And they were 
doing just that. They were celebrating the 
Lord’s Supper with flagrant violations of 
Christian love (11:17-22).

PARIS (NC) — Pope John Paul || barnstormed through 
Paris on his four-day visit to France, leaving in his wake 
strongly worded warnings to specific groups to assume 
their responsibilities for solving major world and church 
problems. 

During the visit (May 30-June 2) the pope delivered 
around 24 speeches. These included: 

@ Asking the French bishops to reconcile differences 
between Catholics rejecting many of the teachings of 
Vatican II and those wanting more liberal interpretations of 
the council documents; 

®@ Telling scientists they are threatening the future of 
mankind through genetic manipulation and by creating 
increasingly destructive nuclear weapons; 

@® Warning workers against viewing communism as the 
solution to the world’s injustices; 


@ Reminding French Catholics of their responsibility to 


remain faithful to baptismal promises. 

The pope also met with some 50,000 cheering French 
youths in Paris. and addressed 21 questions posed by 
them. . 

“THE ENTIRE BIBLE is a dialogue with man, with various 
generations, with nations, with different traditions ..., the 
pope told the youth. “But it is always and continually a 
dialogue with man, every individual man, absolutely 
singularly unique.” 

Pope John Paul also received criticism sue the trip.

Refugee director blames riot 
on troublemakers, frustration 


FORT CHAFFEE, Ark. 
(NC)—The director of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference's 
refugee ~ resettlement ef-- 
forts at Fort Chaffee, Ark., 
blames recent rioting and 
camp breakouts on trouble-- 
- makers and camp-bred 
frustrations. 


Dave Lewis said about 
200 of the same 19,000 
camp residents were 
responsible for a riot June 1 
in. which 
broke .out -of the camp 
clashed with local law 
enforcement officers. be- 
fore being forced back. 


Lewis said the weekend 
conflict was precipitated by 
“roving bands obviously 
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refugees who . 


composed of people: look- 
ing for trouble.” 


He added he“wouldn’t be *s 


surprised” ‘if the Cuban 
government had planted 
the troublemakers among 
the other refugees leaving 
Cuba as agents to create 
havoc in the United States. 


Lewis said the refugees 
are frustrated because they 
“know where they want to 
go” (many have relatives in 
the United States), but are 
confronted with a_ time- 
consuming process that 
seems to hinder them.

only way for us to be God-like,” he said. 


. RALPH MARTIN, an author and member of the Word of 
God Community in Ann Arbor, Mich., said “problems can 
look overwhelming, because the secular culture is 
enveloping.” 


He mentioned television, schools and the economy as 
contributing to anxiety and despair about marriage and 
family life. But he said Christians have help other people 
do not have, a commitment from God. This commitment 
makes a people of hope, he said. 


The fourth commandment, “Honor thy father and thy 
mother,” is the key to improved family life, according to 
Dorothy Ranaghan, a member of the National Service 
Committee of the Catholic Charismatic Renewal and the 
mother of five children. 


MRS. RANAGHAN outlined four ways parents can teach 
honor. First, parents need to be there in the home and 
there should bea family dinner hour with everyone sharing 
a meal and conversation. 


Second, parents must create an environment of prayer 
and order in’ the home. Third, parents must guard their 
values of truth and of right and wrong. Fourth, she urged 
parents actively to train their children “to become just like 
us” and to respect the values their parents do. ; 


During the final’ general session Martin urged 
conference participants to make a break with some 
aspects of the contemporary secular culture, to study the 
Bible and to object firmly to evil’and false teachings. 


“We need to start beating the wolf when he comes near 
our sheep,” he said and recommended joining more 
closely with other committed Christians to do this.

Reformed Churches in France, Max-Alain Chevallier, told 
the pope, “But the question that we put is this: Is it 
legitimate to refuse access to the table of the Lord to those 
who do not share totally the doctrinal definitions?” 


Chevallier also warned against possible misinterpreta- 
tion of the papal trip as an effort to gain political 
advantantage for the Catholic Church in France, a country 
which has legal church-state separation. 


But throughout. the trip, the pope emphasized the 
spiritual nature of his journey. 


THE VOYAGE was generally regarded as an effort to 
stimulate what the Vatican considers the declining 
adherence to Catholicism in French life. Although 85 
percent of the French profess Catholicism, only 20 percent 
are practicing Catholics. 


On May 30, his first day in Paris, the pope set the tone for
